[SEEKS RELATIVE’S AID. 


Chicagoan Rushes Downstate in 
Auto to Tell Depositors 
Money Is Safe. 


E. wunam Butler, young Chicago banker 
and broker, known as the boy banker of II- 
nois, today must satisfy the depositors of his 
three country banks near Bloomington, III., 

the institutions are solvent, or face 
court proceedings. Mr. Butler who made a 
fiying trip to Marietta, O., to induce an aunt 
to help him out of his financial crisis. teie- 
graphed the depositors yesterday that he 
would be on hand to convince them his insti- 
tutions were perfectly safe and that they 
were in no danger of losing their money. 

The three are located at ElMsville, 
St. David, and — and have been closed 
several days following a run on them which 
was brought about by a feeling of Insecurity 
on the part of the depositors. An investiga- 
tion of the condition of the Ellisville bank 
by a committee of depositors has served only 
to add to the fears. of the depositors, and 
farmers and merchants of the ‘three com- 
munities are awaiting Butler's arrival with 
impatience. 


Report Bank Probably Insolvent. 

The depositors’ committee, headed by Dr. 
K. W. Cluts of Ellisville, has reported that 
it believes that institution insolvent and that 
while the deposits of the bank amount to 
$75,000 only $13,000 worth of assets ean be 
found. 

No investigation of the other banks has 
been made by the depositors, but a similar 
condition with respect to their affairs ts 
feared. They are much smaller, the St. 
David institution having deposits of $8,000 
and the Glasford bank $22,000. _- 

When the first report of a run on the banks 
was heard by Mr. Butler in Chicago he rushed 
in an automobile to the institutions to assure 
his depositors. He immediately discharged 
O. C. James and R. E. Bagley, cashiers of the 
St. David and Ellisville institutions, respec- 
tively, when depositors reported that they 
were alarmed by reported speculations the 
two men had made. Butler's efforts to instill 
confidence in his patrons, however, were una- 
veiling, and he was compelled to close the 
banks’ doors. 

He expiained that inside of a few days he 
would be able to show that the securities 
which the banks’ money were invested in 
were gilt edge and could be realized on with- 
out trouble. Hs asked for a few days’ time 
to raise money to meet the demands on the 
banks. He explained that many assets of 
the banks are in Chicago, but will be pro- 
duced at today’s meeting. 

Rushes to Ohio Relative. 

The young banker had promised to meet the 
St. David depositors on Saturday, but instead 
he sent a letter saying he was in Ohio raising 
money and securities which would set the 
bank’s affairs easy and asserting that none

The cashiers of the various banks say they 
will welcome any investigation of their meth- 
ods in operating the banks and are remaining

joan business. Two years later the Le- 
man started bis country nbi busip 
and after establishing the three banks — 
a partnership with Mr. we in.the broker- 
age business.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—[Special. }— 
Postmaster General Hitchcock has discov- 
ered it is possible to reduce the postal deficit 
without increasing the rates on newspapers, 
magazines, and other second class matter, 
as he recomended a year ago. He gave outa 
statement tonight showing he has scaled 
the $17,000,000 annual shortage down to §$11,- 
500,000 merely through the ehmination of 
wasteful processes and expenditures. 


Second Class Rates Blameless. 

The statement constitutes a vindication of 
the publishers who asserted that the deficit 
was not due o much to inadequate second 
class rates as to Antiquated and wasteful 
methods of management. 

In his annual report last year Mr. Hitch- 
cock declared newspapers and magasines 
were being carried at an annual loss of 
$63,000,000, and both he and President Taft, 
in his message to congress, said this alleged 
loss accounted in a lerge part for the annual 
$17,000,000 deficit. 


. Heeds Protest of Publishers. 

The publishers contended that it would be 
unfair to raise the second class rates unless 
the department were first put on an econom- 
teal business basis and that then an actual 
second class lose were disclosed.

Census Figures Show That Tu- 
bereulosis Is Leading Canse 
for Deaths.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—[Special. Ex- 
traordinary increases in the total agricultural 
wealth of Illinois, Iowa, Indiana, and the 
other middle western states will be disclosed 
on the summaries of the farm statistics which 
will. be given out by the census bureau this 
week. The advance of values at the present 
time over those given ten years ago in these 
states range all the way from 50 to 200 per 
cent. 

The total value of the farms reported at 
the twelfth census was about 000,000; 
more than double the 30.00.00, 000 aggre. 
gate capital invested in manufactures, There 
ie every rearon to believe the thirteenth cen- 
sus tabulations will show thé present value 
of the farms of the United States is approxi. 
mately $60,000, 000,000. 


Values Increase 117 Fer Cent. 


Iowa has gained since 1900 about §2,000,- 
000,000 in the value of farms, the per cent of 
increase being about 117. In 1000 the $1,497,- 
556,000 of value represented over 7 per cent 
of the grand total. If today the total of 
about $3,500,000,000 represents 7 per cent of 
the 1910 grand total it is evident that the 
latter should approximate 380,000, 000, 000. 

The figures for the value of Iowa's farm 
land alone have been increased, it is said, 
by not less than 51.500, 000.000, representing 
fully 122 per cent. The value of the buildings 
alone is reported to have risen over $200,000, - 
000. In Iowa, too, there is now, it is said, 
practically no waste land.” All the availa. 
dle ground is being farmed. 

The expenditures for labor are said to show | 
a general increase of fully 80 per cent, and 
as there has been no material increase in the 
number of persons working for wages on the 
farms; the gain is taken to represent a cor- 

ding increase in the wages of the in- 
dividual farm laborer or employé. 

The conditions in Iowa are known to be re- 
flected in the returns for Illinois, Indiana, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, North Dakota, and 


South Dakota. 


Phthisis Is Biggest Killer. 

Tuberculosis of the lungs, heart disease, 
and accidental violence caused more than 
MN per cent of the deaths from all causes in 
1900 among certain classes, according 
the census bureau. These classes are t 
„ gainfully employed or occupied male” 
The same causes led to 30 per cent of the 
deaths from all causes among the occupied 
females.’’ 

The census bureau in a bulletin on mortal- 
ity statistics says that of a total of 210,507 
deaths among these gainfully employed 
males typhoid claimed 2.2 per cent, tubercu- 
losis of the lungs 14.8, cancer 5.5, apoplexy 
and paralysis 7.8, heart disease 11.9, pneu- 
monia 8, Bright's disease 8.5, suicide 2.6, and 
accident 10.5. 

Among the “occupied women the per- 
centage ineluded tuberculosis 21, typhoid 2.8, 
cancer 8.1, apoplexy and paralysis 5.9, heart 
disease 10.8, pneumonia 7, Bright's disease 
7.8, suicide 1.6, accident 3.2.

‘Commissioner of Health Evans in a few days.

Denies Woman’s Charges. 

Dr. Blackwood denied charges made by Dr. 
Caroline Hedger of Chicago at the Illinois 
ttate conference on charities and correction 
‘at Galesburg on Sunday that many of Chi- 
‘eago’s school buildings are insanitary and 
productive of tuberculosis, and that she had 
been stopped in an investigation of them. 

The compiling of school attendance statis- 
tics for the opening month, September, was 
‘completed, and indicate that the number of 
ehfidren who will attend school by the end of 
the year will pass all previous records. The 
enrollment by the end of the year should be 


“about 305,000, as against 301,000 last June, if 


‘past increase percentages are repeated. 

The enrollment for the first month of the 

current year was 265,552, as against 261,688 
‘for September, 1900. Theaverage daily mem- 
‘bership 284.820, nearly 4,000 greater than 
‘last ye The enrollment is divided almost 
lequally bet ween the sexes, there being 133,786 
kegs and 131,766 girls in the schools. 


Technical Courses Bring Boys. 

The predominance of the boys is regarded 
as significant. Heretofore giris have usually 
been in the majority. The greater oppor- 
tunities for technical and manual training 
courses offered this year have caused the 
change, it is beHeved. 

There has been great improvement in 
sechool accommodations. At present there 
are 2,682 pupils in half day sessions, as 
egainst 10,009 children at the beginning of 
last year. With the completion of many, 
large new school buildings by Jan. 1 it is ex- 
‘pected that the half day sessions will be 
wiped out entirely and the ideal of “ a seat 
for every pupil realized for the first time 
im the recent history of the Chicago school 


system 

This year 17,382 pupils have enrolled in the 
high schools, as against 16,613 at the begin- 
uing of last year. This means that 20 per 
cent of the total increase in enrollment is in 
the high schools, an unusually high percent- 
age. The number of teachers who started 
the year’s work was 6,442. *

When the case was called Johnson was in 
court and asked for a.continuance until next 
month, giving as bis reasons that he had a 
racing engagement with Barney Oldfield 
today and several theatrical engagements 
to fill in the east. As, he is under contract 
to appear before the footlights Johnson told 
the court he was afraid he will be sued for 
breach of contract. The court turned a deaf 
ear to the latter plea, but agreed to continue 
the case until Monday to allow the champion 
to fulfill his racing engagement. 


Appears Early for Case. 

Wearing his golden smile and the dia mond 
ring which he assert was given to him by 
George Little, Johnson was in court long be- 
fore his case was called. .He was acompanied 
by Attorney Gustav Beerly, who. had a num- 
ber of witnesses on hand to testify that the 
ring was given to him shortly after his re- 
turn from Australia, where he wrested. the 
heavy bp championship from Tommy. 
Burns. 

The negro champion told his friends that 
he had plenty of money. with which. to pur- 
chase all the diamonds he wishes to wear, 
but Jack thinks he has given Little ah that 
is coming to him. Johnson seid Little had 
made close to $35,000 off him in the short time 
he acted as manager and counselor. Jack 
intends to fight the sult to the bitter end and 
is willing to pay the value of ne ring in at - 
torney’s fees to beat Little. Incidentally 
Jack pleaded guilty to automobile speeding, 
and a small fine was levied by the court, 
which the champion paid with a smile. 

Johnson is confident ot winning at least one 
of the five mile heats from ‘Oldfield today.

CONVENIENCE OF CENTRAL 
MARKETS. 

A correspondent suggests that the estab- 
lishment of a central market would do 
much to solve the increased cost of living 
problem. She says that housewives would 
then be able to arise at 5 o’clock in the 
morning and secure fresh ee at re- 
duced prices. 

We fear that one central market would 
not be sufficient for Chicago's needs. Many 
housewives would have to get up much be- 
fore 5 o’clock to do their marketing and 
be back in time to cook breakfast. It would 
require at least three such markets as 
described to fill Chicago’s wants. 

Chicago once had three large market 
places: State street, north of Madison; 
Michigan street, where the Criminal courts 
now are, and Randolph street, east of Hal- 
sted. But with the growth of the city the 
neighborhood grocery store and market 
sprang up, and housewives found it easier 
to buy their produce nearer at hand than 
to spend car fare or to walk to the larger 
places. The Haymarket is still a busy 


place of purchase, South Water street is 


almost impassable, and there are one or 
two other farmers’ markets ir the city, but 
the convenience of the telephone and the 


accommodation of the near-by marketman 


who sends the purchase home has got us 
out of the habit of saving the pennies by 
buying first hand and carrying our own 
basket. 

There is no doubt, however, that thou- 
sands would be willing to trade at such 
markets were they established in sufficient 
number to make the personal effort less 
onerous.

WHEN TO LIGHT THE LAMPS. 

A city ordinance unearthed by the com- 
mittee on law enforcement of the Chicago 
Woman's club requires certain. vehicles to 
carry lighted lamps from an hour and a 
half after sunset until one hour before 
sunrise. It is a good ordinance as far as 
it goes and ought to be held in higher 
esteem than it is. 

There is also a state law which requires 
all motor cars to have lighted lamps after 
sunset. This is a more sensible require- 
ment which is frequently disobeyed with 
sad consequences for pedestrians. 

There is one interesting and important 
fact to which the framers of the city 
ordinance and the state law were blind. 
It is that it is often as dark as midnight 
before sunset, so dark that it is impos 
sible to detect the swift, stealthy, ominous 
approach of an automobile. 

In the early and thoughtless days of 
Chicago the street lamp lighting schedule 
took close account of the moon. On those 
nights when it should be high in the 
heavens pouring floods of its soft light on 
Chicago streets, the lamps were not 
lighted. Why light them when, accord- 
ing to the almanac, they would not be 
needed? The thrifty city saved gas. But 
finally it dawned on the council that 
moonlight could not always be depended 
on—that clouds often shut it off. So the 
gas lamps shone all night. 

It is as absurd to assume that it will be 
light at sunset or for an hour and a half 
thereafter as it was to assume that the 
moon would not be obscured. A decent 
regard for the lives and limbs of those 
who have to cross the streets would be 
displayed by drivers and chauffeurs if they 
would light their lamps whenever it got 
dark, no matter if it were midday. It 
would also be a gratifying evidence of-the 
possession of common gense and humanity 
if the makers of laws and ordinances 
were to require the lighting of lamps 
whenever public safety demanded it.

Obstacle thereto'in the new. reign. 


She was selected as consort for Emperor 
Kwang-Su by her aunt, the terrible old dow- 
ager empreés, because she was believed by 
her to be colorless, insignificant, andincape- 
ble of swaying her husband in one direction 
or another. Apprehensive of sharing the 
fate that overtook all those whe ran counter 
to her aunt's wishes, Empress Lung-Fu cul- 
tivated the impression that she had no mind 
of her own. 

The dowager empress, it may be remem- 
bered, was so much afraid that Emperor 
Kwang-Su would put into execution his pro- 
gressive views after her demise that when 
she felt her own death approaching she in- 
sisted upon his taking poison so as to prevent 
his remaining behind when she took her de- 
parture for another world. 

It now seems that both the old dowager ane 
the people at large were mistaken in their es- 
timate of Empress Lung-Fu. For no sooner 
had the old dowager empress breathed hei 
last than Empress Lung-Fu commenced to 
show herself in her true colors—namely: as & 
sevel headed and extremely ambitious wom- 
an;.in fact, just as eager for power as her 
canonized aunt. 

Moreover, she may be said to have adopted 
the latter’s reactionary policy_and has devel- 
oped into a serious obstacle to the reforms 
already inaugurated and contemplated by 
the regent, who is the younger brother of 
the late emperor—that is to say, her broth- 
er-in-law. In fact, almost every move that 
he makes in the direction of western progress 
and enlightenment she opposes and every 
8 which he endeavors to reform she de- 

en 
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Every day her authority grows. Indeed, it 
may be regarded as virtually superior to that 
of the regent. To illustrate it, I may mention 
that she has completely monopolized her 
nephew, the now near 8 year old emperor, 
who is obliged to treat her as his adopted 
mother, with an amount of deference which 
he does not accord to his father, the prince 
regent, nor to his real mother. His parents, 
despite their rank, are obliged to approach 
him on all fours, touching their foreheads 
to the ground, and to address him in words of 
the most abject servility, whereas he is re- 
quired to manifest deference to his aunt, the 


, Widowed empress, during the time that he is 
with her every day. 


She has taken steps to keep him aloof as 
much as possible from his parents, and al- 
though the prince regent endeavored, on 
being invested with his office, to abolish the 
entire army of eunuchs which for centuries 
has constituted such an Important feature of 


the court He of Peking, influencing the af- | 


fairs of state, she has not only reinforced 
their numbers but has, moreover, surrounded 
the young emperor with eunuchs, one ‘of 
whom, bearing the name of Chang-Te, the 
grand master of her household and chief 
dignitary of her court, actually sleeps in the 
room of the little emperor, so as to prevent 
any one having access to him at night who 
does not enjoy the confidence of the emprees. 
Chang-Te may be said to be a species of 
prime minister of Empress Lung-Fu, much 
in the same way as Lilien-Ching was for 
near half a century the chief adviser and 
most influential confidant of the late dow- 
ager empress. 

Lilien-Ching, who is reputed to be at the 
present moment the richest man in China, 
lives now at Pao-Ting-Fu, in the province of 
Chill, While his chief assistant, Wang Slang. 
has formed a theatrical trust, of which he is 
the moving spirit and principal capitalist 
For they have theatrical trusts in China, 
just ae well as in the United States. 
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The number of eunuchs now in the service 
of the court of Peking is close upon 3,000, of 
whom the chief eunuch, Empress Lung-Fu's 
comfidant and favorite, the 28 year old Chang. 
Te, isthe chief. | 

Through him she exercises a despotic rule 
over them, and she has wholly surrounded 
the young emperor with them and they are 
with him day and night. In fact, he is being 
brought up altogether under their influence 
and hers. To what extent this constitutes a 
satisfactory education for the monarch of a 
nation of 400,000,000 of the human race is 
open to question, and if I lay stress upon the 
matter here it is because this condition of 
affairs will enable people in America to un- 
derstand the difficulties with which the prince’ 
regent has to contend. It also will explain 
why it is that he ig so often prevented from 
putting into execution the Hberal reforms 
and the progressive views which he has pro- 
claimed and to which he stands committed. 

Just at present the forces of reaction, head- 
ed by Empress Lung-Fu, seem to have the 
upper hand, and not until the entire régime 
of eunuche, which has been the bane of the 
new reigning dynasty, has been wiped out of 
existence can there be any hope of the real 
regeneration of China and of her taking her 
place among the great powers of the world.

Bellatrix, the star on the left 
shoulder of Orion, is yellow and of the second 
magnitude, It is sometimes called the 
Amazon star. Saiph, a star of the third mag- 
nitude, adorns the right knee of the giant.

The three stars in the belt, which ig about 
three degrees in length, are sometimes re- 
ferred to as the Three Stars, the Magi or 
Three Kings. bechuse they point to the 
Hyades and Pleiades on one side, and Sirius 
on the other. In Upper Germany they are 
called the Three Mowers, and according to 


the traditions of the Iroquois Indians they 


are the three brothers who left their home, 
where they had been il! treated. They are 
pursued by their parents, who have been 
ceaselessly chasing them. 

The Eskimos delleve that the three ‘stars 
are seal hunters who missed their way, and 
call them the Lost Ones. The most common 
name applied to the three atars, however, is 
that of the Ell and Yard, because the line 
which unites them measures just three de- 
grees. It is divided by the central star into 
two equal parts, Hke a yard stick, servingas 
a graduated standard for measuring the dis- 
tances of the stars from each other. 

The three stars are known as Mintaka or 
Delta, Alnilam or Epsilon, and Alnita or 
Zeta. Delta is a wide double star when seen 
through a small telescope. the companion 
being greenish white. Epsilon. the second or 
middie star in the belt, has a distant bine 
companion and seems partially veiled in mist 
or nebulous in appearance. Zeta, the lowest 
star in the belt, is a close double. two stars vf 
about the same size and color nestling close 
to each other. Even an opera glass turned 
in the direction of the three stars will enable 
the observer to see a number of twinkling 
lights which cannot be detected with the un- 
aided eye. 


— 

Below the belt will be seen a short cow of 
stars hanging downward and representing 
the sword of the mighty hunter. A silvery 
wisp of light clinging around Theta, the 
central star, is the celebrated Nebula of 
Orion, the most marvelous object in the con- 
stellation. It cam be plainly seen th an 
opera glass, but in a telescope this irregular 
mass of gas, to quote Prof. Barnard, “* vague- 
ly resembles a ghostly bat flitting through the 
night of space. Thousands of ‘stars blazing 
with resplendent light weave a delicate 
tracery of glowing suns amid the silvery 
masses in the nebula, which in turn seems 
to curve and wind around the whole con- 
stellation of Orion, to juége from the revela- 
tions made by long exposed photographs. 
Here are. indeed, as Tennyson has poetically 
described it: | 
** Regions of lucid matter taking form, 

Brushes of fire, hazy gieams, 
Clusters and beds of worlds, and bee like swarme 
Of suns and starry streams.“

U. of C. Students Increase.

Traction Negotiators Now Con- 


sider the Details. 


WOULD CLEAR UP TANGLE. 


Seek Receivership’s End Before Con- 
solidated Absorption. 


Following the return ot W. W. Gurley, 
Henry A. Blair, and Andrew Cooke from 
New York, all efforts now are being centered 
upon the clearing up of the financial tangles 
of the Chicago Railways company, in con- 
junction with the absorption of the Consoll- 
dated company’s lines. Incidentally, the 
three traction negotiators, who were in the 
eastern city for a week, would pave the way 
for a general merger of the two companies 
now controlling the surface lines, the Chi 
cago City railway company and the Chicago 
Railways company. 


and it is known only that the scheme is being 
kept in mind while the lawyers and bankers 
are arranging the affairs of the Chicago 
Railways company. 
Discussed in East. 

The matter has been under discussion in 
New York and Mr. Blair is known to be 
one of the leaders in the movement for con- 
solidation of all the surface lines under 
one company, just es he expects ultimately 
to consolidate all of the traction lines, 
whether on the surface or above or below 
it, into one company. But the terms for 
such a consolidation have not been arfanged 
yet, so no definite statement can be made. 


Prospect of Settlement. 

There is prospect, however, of an early 
settlement of all difficulties attendant upon 
the financing of the Chicago Railways com- 
pany’s extension of sway over the Con- 
solidated properties. While it is not known 
what attitude Judge Cutting will take, the 
proposition soon will be put up to him, to 
allow the executor of the estate of Charles 
T. Yerkes to turn over the four million 
and a half dollars’ worth of general mort- 
gage bonds of the Consolidated Traction 
company. for income bonds of the Chicago 
Railways company at 50 centson the dollar. 
As Judge Grosscup has given his approval 
to the reorganization plan and as every other 
interest either has come into the reorganiza- 
tion, or arranged to come in, the members 
of the reorganization committee and its 
attorneys are confident that Judge Cutting 
will authorize the transfer.,

Prosecution May Make New Move 
Before Habeas Corpus De- 
‘ Cision Saturday. 


Evidence produced in the Municipal court 
against F. B. Harriman, C. L. Ewing, and 
John M. Taylor in the INinole Central car 
repair graft case is likely to be taken before 
the grand jury without the formality of a 


yesterday by attorneys connected with the 
prosecution. The decision resulted from ef- 
forte on the part of the defense to have 
the case taken from Judge Bruggemeyer’s 
jurisdiction by a writ of habeas corpus. 

Following an afternoon of argument, which 
resulted in @ ruling that the evidence taken 
thus far had been applied only to the charge 
of conspiracy to obtain money under false 
pretenses, Attorney Walter L. Fisher an- 
nounced that he had no intention of present~- 
ing the evidence all over again on the charge 
of operating a confidence game, but would 
at once ask State’s Attorney Wayman to have 
thé entire evidence presented before the Oo- 
tober grand jury. 


Will Take Case to Wayman. 

“The Municipal court could only bind the 
defendants over to the grand jury. said Mr. 
Fisher. “If Judge Bruggemeyer is not al- 
lowed to isgue a decision, it is only neces- 
sary to have the state’s attorney take action. 
The evidence in one case would apply equally 
to the other charge.“ 

After having secured a writ of habeas cor- 
pus from Judge Chetlain on Saturday in the 
conspiracy case and having had the hearing 
set for next Saturday, the attorneys for the 
defense sought to spring another coup by 
moving for a dismissal of the confidence game 
charge on the ground that no continuance had 
been taken since last August. Attorney 
Fisher argued that both cases had been heard 
together. The motion for the defense was 
followed by another for a change of venue. 


Hearing Put Off Till Monday. 


Judge Bruggemeyer finally decided that 
the record showed the evidence had been in- 
troduced only in the conspiracy case, but 
that the confidence game case had deen 
kept alive by a regular record of contipu- | 
ances entered as to both charges. 

While declining to hold that the defendants 
were entitled to a change of venue. the court 
decided to allow Chief Justice Olson to reas- 
sign the case to another judge, as he saw 
fit, after conference with the attorneys. The
